■\'iincouvor, -Miiy (J — W. D. Vorsehoylo, 
llio iniiiiii;? man, was a.-sked by the Colo- 
iii.st corri'spoiiilont this inoruiug if tte 
report wii.s Inii! that lio was connected 
with a lai->,'o h-on iloiil liitolj' put through 
hero, ill wliich \'aiic;onver Isliiiul m'if,'lit 
bo (li'L'iily iutorestod. Mr. Vortichoylo 
tjitod that a large iron deal w.-i.s hoiiif.' 
arraii^'od, and a lir.st payiuont had Ijccii 
made, but lio was not at liberty to oii- 
liT into details, although iu the course 
of a fortnight he would want the publif 
to know all about it. 'Tklr. Verschoyle 
was asked a.s to the iron possihilit'ii's of 
tlio proviiiL'U. lie said tlie question of 
ii-oii working iu tho i)roviiice must 
necessarily bo of the utmost importance 
to people here. 

Then.' is no doubt about the iniport- 
aiici? of a possible iron industry, to the 
people of this piovinco. Wluit we want 
hcrfe Is inoro local iuduslrios. which 
means more men employed, and there- 
fore more money in circulation, and once 
started on a cjouud basis there is prob- 
abl.v no industry that moims so luuch 
to a country as iron smelting and manu- 
facturing. Il means millions of dollars 
e.xpeiulcd in costly plant, luachiueiTi and 
IHicchaso of Iron lands, and it means 
inrgo pay rolls and large and aolid com- 
pauius, because iron is a mctni tliat 
must bo worked in a hirgo way to 6u- 
taiu the best residlK, and if you aim 
at large production and coinpctilion in 
the markets of the world, with such old 
producers as England and the •Slates, it 
is liiipornli.o that every step shall be 
con.^idcrcd in detail, and every Having 
which can bo elTccted by capital in 
turning the raw ore into the linisliod 
product, shall be taken advantage of. 

I think theie is no doubt that Urilish 
Columbia can compete with England and 
the .States on this point. It is claimed 
by Kastern iron men that thi^y are able 
to .'^cnd their "pig" to the ma rivets wliiclx 
can be entered by British Columbia at 
tlie same rates for transport that we 
can commanil. That is to say, tliat it 
will cost no nio;e to send a ton of "pig" 
across America and tlic I'acitic ocean to, 
siiy, dapaii, tluiii it will cost to send it 
ac-ros.s the I'acitic ocean alone. This 
may be so, but personally I am inclined 
to doubt it. But even conceding this 
point, I maintain that we can put the 
pig f.o.b. ocean steainoi-s at a smaller 
cnrit than is jiossiljlo in the lOast, always 
supposing that oar plants are of an equal 
iclUciency. But again, conceding the 
jKiiut that wo cannot mniiufacture any 
cheaper, and supposing that we nro 
simply capable of landing the "pig"' ia 
.Tapnn at the same price as our com- 
petitors, wo still have a pull that no 
amount of engineering ami 'financing 
will surmount, and that is, that the qual- 
ity of our iron will be better, and will 
therefore hold its own. In this opinion 
I am not alone. If I wa.<\ at liberty 
to do so, I could quote tho opinions of 
men who have mado a life's study of 
iron, and who have had no hesitation in 
stating this to be a fact. 

.\« to I lie extent and suitability for 
working? 

Kiioniioiis liodies of tiiaguctite, hcnia- 
litc and specular ore have been long 
known on the coast of British Columbia 
and Soutlierii Al.'iska. Many of them 
would rei)resent fortunes, if tbcy were 
in proximity to any of llu> lOastiTii iron 
centres, and within a few years they 
will rciireseiit fortunes in lludr iircseut

known, by purchase anil location. The 
chief advantages that we have hero over 
the lilustern mines arc; The ore bodies 
are closer to water traunporta'tiou, fnd 
millions of tons can 1)0 treated without 
any rail haul. In many cases the ore 
can bo dumped uirect rrom tho mine car 
into gravity bias at the biast fiiruaces. 
Mining operations can contlnuo'the whole 
year round, and it is therefore unneces- 
sary to have extensive stock ore piles 
ami eoiiseqne'nt largo amount of capital 
tied up, as is the case with many of the 
iOasteiii couipaiiies, owing to their hard 
winter. In fact, the cost of assembling 
the necessary ores, llu.xes, coke and .su]) 
plies will bo considerably less jier ton of 
"pig" than it is in the East, because we 
will have only a short water transporta- 
tion as against liundrods of miles of 
water ami rail, which in many instances 
the smelters of the East must face. 

Have you any figures to show the ex- 
tent of the markets commanded 'by this 
country? 

The markets in which wc niig"at reason- 
ably hop<' to obtain a footing are in 
South America, Australasia, Japan, 
China and the Straits Settlements. The 
aggregate yearly trade done with tli<'so 
countries by England and the l-nited 
'States amounts to over §125,000,000, In 
raw and manufactured iron products. In 
consideration of tho favorable situatiou 
of this country, I think it would not bi' 
unreasonable to expect that wo can ob- 
tain a largo percentage of this business, 
and if wt only succeeded in diverting 10 
per cent, it would mean $12,000,000 a 
year to this country, out of which at 
li'ast 50 iier cent, would be put in circu- 
lation as distributed wages and cost of 
supplies. I am in a ptisition to know 
that before tho end of tliis year, at least 
two large coinpanios, and possibly more, 
will be operating on this const, and will 
be preparing to turn out iron an<l eteid 
on a scale eonimeiisurate wilh llu^ magni- 
tude 01' the iimrUets they intend to eom- 
peti^ ill. and the loivaiitages to 1)e gain- 
ed are so eiioriiious that it behooves the 
governiiieiit and people of this iiroviiiee 
to do everylliiiig in their power to aid in 
tho initiation of such a desirable indus- 
try.

Reer Admiral Sampson Expires 
in Washlngtoif After a 
Short Illness.

Washington, May G.— Uear-Admiral W. 
'i'. Sampson (rotlrtsd> died at his home 
in this city at 5 o'cloclc this afternoon. 
The immediate causjj of death was a 
severe cerebral hemorrhage. He had 
been in a semi-conscious stato for several 
days and this forenoon the hemorrhage 
occurred. At the bedside, when tho Ad- 
miral breathed his last, were Mrs. Samp- 
son, Mrs. (Lieut.) Cluverius. the Admir- 
al's married daughter, Ailniiral Samp- 
son's two young sons, Italph and Harold 
.Sampson, Dr. Dixon, the attending phy- 
sician, and nurses and uttiiiidaiits. 

Mrs. Sampson has broken down uiuler 
the severe .strain and was iiuite ill all 
during the day, and but for the critical 
coDditiou of the Admiral, she would have 
been confined to hor bed. 

While no definite arrangements .have 
been made as yet concerning the funer- 
al ceremonies, it is probable that they 
will take place on Thursday at tho 
Church of the Covenant in this ciiv. 

The body will be taken to the .\dmir- 
al's old home at Talmyru, N. Y., for 
burial. 

William Thomas Sampson was born 
at Pnlinrya, N.Y., on Febrtmry 9, 1840, 
and graduated at the Hnitod States Na- 
val academy in 1861. He served through 
the United States civil war and was 
aboard the monitor Patapsco when she 
was blown up by tho Confederates In 
Charlston harbor iu 1805. From 1S92 
to 1897 ho was chief of the Ordnance 
bureau and was in command of the 
United States lleet at Key AVcst with 
the rank of rear-admiral when Hio wiir 
between tho United States and Spnin 
began. He had tlie direction of the deet 
in 'West Iiiiiiaii waiers which culminated 
in the destruction of the Spanish fleet 
off Santiago, and over which a painful 
controversy wageil with Admiral 
Schley. He retired recently.

Personally, as a judge, lie 
was averse to refusing to hold court here 
on acc'ouut of the accoiiiinodations, but 
would bo compelled to unloss a change 
was made.

Montreal, .May G.— (Special)— A letter 
was received in tho city this morning 
from I, I. -Col. Cameron, D. S. O., of tho 
Caii.idiaii Mounted Rilles, written the 
day after the light at Kleinhart's river, 
HI which the Canadians distinguished 
vheniselves. He says; 

"Kaster Sunday morning, about 3 
o'clock, we loft Hardtnelfontoin with 
2.0()0 mounted men. We covered fully 
BO miles before coming into contact 
with the cnemv, who nuinbereil over 
;^.0OO. We gave chase for at h-ast 10 
miles more to where v^a decided to camp 
for the night at a point we reached about 
] ill the afternoon. We had hardly taken 
off our saddles before the enemy wore 
en surrounding our camp at a distance 
of 2,fX)0 yards, completely hemming us 
n. -I 
"Two troops of one of itij* equadronS 
I was in command of three) had not yet 
conn? into camp, and were cut off by the 
Boers and lost heavily. -They fought 
liercely with only the gr.ass as shelter. 
Their courage was of the veritable bull- 
dog type, and under no circumstances 
could tliey be coiniielled to surrender. 
They held Ihe ground until almost every 
man bad been killed or wounded. We 
fought hard for two hours and managed 
It last to beat off the Boers^ 
who greatly outnumbered us. Our 
men at once began extending 
tlieiiiselves, fearing a night .attack, 
iiul they <lid their work so well 
lli.at no living force could have dislodged 
them from tho position thcv held. 

Tho British lost in tho engagement 
about l,"ill-kined and wounded, while the 
Boors, it is estimated, lost over MOD. Our 
reen iiien did spleiidiil work and proved 
themselves to be woiidorf iill.v adapted 
or the conditions under which the bat- 
tle was fought. About 12 Oaiiadiaiis 
wei-e killed and -10 wouiuled. < !eorgo 
McKay was hit in the leg. arm and hand, 
but his wounds are not serious. .Mlon 
iiiii Oault an- bolb ill, not seriously. 
Vouii'_' Howard, of .Montreal, was severe- 
ly woundeil, but I tliiiiU the poor chap 
vill recover. As a vef.-ran of the early 
tages of the war, I can say that in 
everily, in the number of skiriiiislies, 
and in privations, tho caiiiifaign 1 am 
now passing through greatly exceeds my 
past experience."

Yesterday was a day of troublu for 
tho locul ageute of tUe Niiipoii-i iisimi- 
Kaisha Jiue, for the steuuier Kiusliiu 
.Maru was iiuurantiiieil on Jiei- arrival 
ti'oiu Vokuhaiua owius to tlie prcsi'iico 
on board of u (Jliiuese atllictuU wicli 
smuHiiox, -liud me stenuier Ijo Mum 
was uelu loi- some hours on bi-r arrival 
rroui iieiitllo lu'iniist' of tlie csiiiin' 
live iChineso who wimv Io Imvc Ijci'II ilo- 
ported from Sealtlo to Cliiua. Tliu 
(..ii'iiitio, WHO wore slowiiwajs ou a 
lonuor trip, were imprisoned ou board, 
auii thoy laid a plot to escape, which 
succeeded. 

The Kiushiu Mam, the inlKiuiul

for the usual L'l days. The victim, who 
has a mild case of smallpox, walkeit to 
Ihe hotipital, wliei'e tlu' t^hiuese liri'man 
of tho steamer VaiiKtzse, whose ship's 
company arc still held at the iinarantinc 
station, is resting;, now eonvaleseeut. 
■Capt. Newby, the Victoria iiilot, board- 
ed the steamer shortly before she readi- 
ed the iKoads, aud id held for three 
weeks with, the crew.

The lyo -Mara, the uiithoiiml sti'amer,

held, to the Chinese cook of the steamer, 
vvho took breakfast to the prisoners. 
The cook left the prition opeii— he suys 
hi forgot to lock the^ duur— aud the 
ciiinese juiiiiMMl over -the - aide- xif the 
steamer well aft, and escai>cd by run: ' 
ning along the side of the old wharf op- 
posite to that on wliich Ihe steamer was 
berthed. The Chinese eoiik seeins tn 
have been in ou the plot, aial the Chin- 
ese were led by a guide familiar with 
the outer wharf, and the locality llicre- 
bcliind the stcaiiier's bulwarks while a 
oenfederale waUdied uuiil the elisiums 
ollicer's baidt was turned, ami then the 
live jumped the rail, and ran around 
Ihe end of tlii" sheii. They reached Die 
rocks near Jtissiuger's sheds, and ran 
around the point where the hog ('uur- 
autiue station was at one time kept, and 
iindei' IHraidvinaii ifc Ker's whan. They 
waded in the water beneath ihe wharf, 
where they were seen by employees, and 
traveled on, wadiug through the water, 
under the clicniical works wharf, lo ilie 
boathouses nearby, and tiieii two cliinlicd 
np the hill ami boarded ihe Outer w harf 
car opiRwite the .Montana reslani ani . 
The ot't'T three eoutiuued their joarmy 
arouud the rocks to ,Selirs whaii 
whence they tooK to Oswego street, ami 
running up Michigan street to Menzies, 
they again connected with the two who 
had boarded tho car, aud debiirked at 
the corner of Superior and Munzie«^ 
street.
